In  1859,  on  October  6,  the  School  Sisters  of  Notre  Dame,  from  Milwaukee,  Wis¬ 
consin,  opened  to  seventy-five  girls,  the  doors  of  the  Institute  of  the  Immaculate  Con¬ 
ception,  located  at  Third  and  Harrison  Streeis,  in  Belleville,  Illinois.
